Ii. Definitions 

In this Scheme, unless the context otherwise requires— 

(a) The "Act" means the Unit Trust of India Act, 1963; 

(b) “acceptance date" with reference to an applicatloii 
miade by an applicant td the Trust for solo or ro- 
porrehase of units by the Trust means the day on 
which the Trust, after being satisfied that such appli¬ 
cation is in order, accepts the same;

(e) “person’’ means an individual who on the date 
application hOs conlpleUd 45 years of age, except in 
the case of an individual who is/was serving the 
Defence Forces and has as on the date of applica¬ 
tion completed 33 years of age. 

(f) “eligible institution” means mi institution as deMed 
under the Unit Trust of India (General Regulations 
1964 or a Charitable or Religious Trust or endows 
ment which is administered controlled or supervised 
by or under the provisions of a Central or Sate 
enactment which is for the time iwing in for« or a 
society registered under the Societies Registration 
Act, 1860 engaged, as one of ’ts activities in fur¬ 
thering or pirotecting the welfare and advancement 
of interest of handicapped persons, elderly persons, 
widows and children. 

(g) "handicapped person” means : 

(i) any individual who suffers from any physical 
disability of such a nature which prevents him 
from carrying out normal activities of life with¬ 
out some device or assistaor^c either of a 
mechanical or manual nature or otherwise and 
who is so certified by any Registered Medical 
practitioner; or 

(ii) any individual who suffers from mental dis¬ 
ability of such a nature which _ prevents him 
from carrying out normal activities of life and 
i» so certified by any registered Medical Prac¬ 
titioner.

VI. Repurchase of unM 

(1) The Trust shall not repurdtase units before Irt July,

<2) The Trust shall during the currency of the Scheme 
and on or after lat July, 1989 repurchase at par on receipt 
by it of the unit certificate/s with the form on the reverse 
thereof duly filled in provided all the units comprised in the 
certificate/s are tended for repurchase.

The unit certificates may be engraved or lithographed or 
printed as the Board of Trustees made, from time to time, 
determine and shall be signed on behalf of the Trust by two 
persons duly authorised by the Trust. Every such signature 
may either be autographic or may be effected by a mechani¬ 
cal method. No unit certificate shall be valid unless and 
until it is so signed.
